players in that he has given up 
hand to hand combat chess in 
favor of the less personal, but 
more profound, chess by corre- 
spondence. 

This chess fy remote control, 
though appearing complicated, is 
a relatively simple procedure. In 
1948 Swenson joined the Corre- 
spondence Chess League of 
America. The league offers a sort 
of pen pal and mate-matching 
service by furnishing chess play- 
ers with lists of other chess 
players, 


The player seeking an onpo- 
nent merely makes an_ initial 
chess move, sends a posta! card 
to the chosen opponent telling of 
the move, and the game is under 
way. Since each game consists 
of about 35 moves, obviously 
there is much correspondence. 
“Of course,”’ Swenson interjected. 
“this is not as rapid fire as it 
seerns. I finished a game last 
week that I started in 1953.” 


Swenson is retatively new to 
the ranks of chess players. In 
1946, while stationed with the 
Ur. S. Army in Bavaria, he was 
taught the game. When asked if 
he ever played mail chess with 
his teacher, he replied, “Yes.” 

“And who wins?” 

“IT do.” 

Since joining the league, Swen- 
son has advanced rapidly in play- 
ing skill, In the grading system 
used, he has risen from D place 
to A. Classification of players 
ranges from top place AA to 
low E. “Of course, I'm a very low 
A,” he conceded. 

Currently conducting 30 games, 
Swenson mused, ‘Well, I spend 
about ten minutes per move, and 
with an average of 35 moves per 
game, it does require a lot of 
time.” 

Almost as an afterthought, he 
continued, “But I’ve heard of 
players who conduct over five 
hundred games at one time. I 
doubt, though, if they worked in 
a library during the day.”
